Winnipeg, Dec. 0.— (Special)— Traffic 
Manager Kerr, of theC.P.R., was inter- 
viewed to-day respecting the routes to 
the Yukon adopted by tho Canadian 
Pacilic railway. " We consider tho most 
feasible route into the famous gold re- 
gion is via tho Stickeen river," said Mr.

A Railway Deal in Chicago an Incident of 
the Trip for Ilia Health. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 7.— ((Special)— When 
Premier Greenway left for Montreal via. 
St. Paul and Chicago yesterday it was 
given out that he had gone to Montreal 
for the purpose of consulting eminent 
medical men regarding his health ; but 
it is alio quietly rumored in inner cir 
cles that he had safely ensconsed in bis 
coat pocket an order-in-council accept 
ing che last revised terms of the Chicago 
syndicate for the construction of the pro 
posed railway to Duluth. Mr. Greenway 
will pay his respects to the repreBenta- 
tiveB of this syndicate in the Windy 
City. He will then hurry on to Montreal, 
and" after obtaining advice respecting hiB 
physical condition will return to Chicago 
n a few days and be joined there by 
Attorney-General Cameron, when the 
papers bearing on the railway agreement 
between the government and the syndi- 
cate will be signed, sealed and delivered. 

MORE MONEY FOR ARTILLERY. 

That Is the Request Preferred at Ottawa- 
Colonels on the Run. 

UTrom Our Own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, Dec. 7.— A delegation of ar- 
tillery officers, headed by General Gas- 
coigne, waited on Dr. Borden and asked 
that a special grant be given the artil- 
lery association to entertain the British 
artillery team that will visit Canada 
next summer ; also that the annual grant 
be increased. The minister said he 
would use his influence to have this 
done. 

. At the militia department it is learned 
that although two district officers com- 
manding have reached the age for re- 
tirement their services will be retained 
for the present. They are Col. Maun- 
sell of No. 8 district, and Col. Smith of 
No. 2. 

In the next militia general order it is 
expected several commanding officers 
who have served the five years term will 
go ont. Very few of those booked for 
retirement on account , of having com 
pleted the term will be continued for the 
further period of three years. 



A BAIT FOR CHAPLEAU. 

He May Enter the Liberal Ministry if He 
Helps Settle the School 
Settlement. 

Toiionto, Dec. 7.— (Special)— The Ot- 
tawa correspondent of the News says: 
A flurry of excitement was caused in 
political circleB by the rumor that 
Lieut, -Governor Chapleau was coming 
into the Laurier government in the place 
of Sir Henri Joly. The statement was 
denied this morning by the Premier. It 
arises out of the fact that the govern- 
ment is negotiating with Sir Adolphe 
Chapleau regarding the school question. 
He has been asked to take a hand in 
securing a settlement which will be sat- 
isfactory to the Catholics of Manitoba, 
and Mr. Greenway iB coming here to dis- 
cuss the matter. If Sir Adolphe falls in 
with tho proposal of Premier Laurier to 
go on a commission, it may be on the 
understanding that he will enter the 
government when the commission com- 
pletes ltB work. 

COL. STRATHY'S REFORM. 

The Dismissed Commanding Ofilcer Will 
Make a Soldier Like Finish. 

Montiikal, Dec. 6\— There is a very 
persistent rumor in the city that Col. 
Strathy is about to enter a civil suit 
againBt General Gascoigne. Col. Strathy 
has nnnotinced his intention to Bay 
nothing more on the matter of his 
trouble at present. He will, he Bays, 
simply conduct himself as a soldier 
while he is one.

Nanaimo, Dec. 7.— (Special)— Sensa- 
tion follows upon sensation. On Thanks- 
giving day a number of the city bookB 
were mutilated, and now comes the 
startling allegation that Adam Thomp- 
son, city clerk, city treasurer, clerk of 
the police court, cemetery secretary, 
etc., is a defaulter of the city funds to 
the extent of $500 or $600, bo far as the 
investigation Bhows. This matter be- 
gan to be whispered around on Saturday 
and Sunday, and yesterday it became 
almost public property, although none 
of the civic authorities would say any- 
thing for publication. The information 
obtainable by the Free PresB is as fol- 
lows: 

On Thursday evening last Mr. Tully 
Boyce, city auditor, was engaged at 
work in the city office when Mr. Pollock, 
road foreman, happened to call in. 
During the course of conversation auditor 
Boyce remarked that Pollock must have 
been doing a lot of work on the streets, 
as the pay rolls were rather heavy. Mr. 
Pollock replied that such was not the 
case, work bad been very light, A com- 
parison was then made between the pay 
rolls ol city clerk Thompson, which had 
passed the finance committee and coun- 
cil and had been paid, and the time of 
the men as turned in by road foreman 
Pollock, The first name on the October 
roll Bhowed that he had been entered for 
seven more days than he worked, and all 
the numbers of days had been advanced 
in the pay roll, showing an increase of 
about $140, and for which extra amount 
city clerk Thompson had taken credit. 

An examination of the payroll for the 
month of September showed a similar 
addition of days, amounting to about 
$100. In the months of June, July and ■ 
August there was practically no work 
done. In the month of May the default- 
ing reached about $215. In thiB month 
three men were put on the payroll who 
did not do a stroke of work for the city, 
one for twenty-two days, one for four- 
teen dayB, and the other for twelve days. 
In April the amount reached about $45, 
and in March about $42, making approx- 
imately $532. 

Yesterday evening Mr. Thompson waB 
placed in charge of the police under de- 
tention, and this morning information 
was laid by Mayor DaviBon and the 
arrest was made. The matter had been 
brought up at a special council meeting 
held last evening, when it was unani- 
mously decided that the law must take 
its course. The following was the specific, 
charge upon which he appeared before 
police magistrate Simpson this morning: 
"That Adam Thompson, of the city of 
Nanaimo, being then clerk of Nanaimo 
and as such intrusted with the receipt 
and custody of public revenues of Nanai- 
mo, did unlawfully and knowingly 
furniBh a false statement or return of 
moneys collected by him and entrusted 
to his care." 

Mr. Young appeared for the city and 
Mr. H. A. Simpson for the accused. Mr. 
Young applied for a remand until Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock, which the 
magistrate granted. Mr. Simpson ap- 
plied for bail, and suggested two sure- 
ties of $250 each and $500 for the ac- 
cused. Mr. Young said he thought the 
bail should be fixed at $500 each for 
sureties and $1,000 for the defendant. 
While the amount involved was not 
much in excess of $100, yet as the audit 
was not yet completed he could not con- 
sent to a leBS, so that if anything should 
arriseoutof the matter it could not be 
said that anyone was to blame. It was 
finally agreed to fix the bail at $200 for 
the defendant and two sureties at $350 
each, and the hearing waB adjourned till 
Friday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Adam Thompson, though but 24 years 
of age, is married, a prominent Mason 
and secretary of the Canadian Order of 
Woodmen of the World. He was gener- 
ally respected and moved in the highest 
society. Before he accepted the poai 1 
tion of city clerk he was a prominent 
player of football, having for Borne years 
held the office of secretary for the 
Hornets. 

Mr. Thompson failed to secure bail 
and ia confined in the provincial gaol.

— The Chinese govern- 
ment baa caused it to be made known 
that up to the time of the German occu- 
pation of Kiao Chou Bay no claim was 
made by Germany for reparation as a 
result of the murder of the two German 
missionaries, Nios and Ilennle, and that 
there wore no other difT.-rencea between 
the two governments. Consequently, 
the government of China points out, the 
missionary question is regarded as a 
pretext to obtain a naval station, which 
it is shown Germany has long coveted. 

The Chinese government, it is said in 
conclusion, will never consent to the 
Germans remaining at Kiao Chou Bay, 
as their presence there deprives China 
of a harbor which since tbe war with 
Japan lias been regarded as the most 
suicable naval base of operations. 

Berlin; Dec. 7.— -Prince Henry of 
Prussia will visit Prince BiBmarcic to- 
morrow and will spend several hours 
with the great statesman in order to ob- 
tain his views upon the Chinese situa- 
tion. 



M'KINLEY'S MESSAGE 

Favorably Received in European Capitals 
and Praised for ItB Conservatism. 

Paris, Dec. 7.— The Republique Fran- 
caise to-day says: "The tone of Presi- 
dent McKinley's message to congress is 
conciliatory but not exempt from am- 
biguity."

FOOD FOE DAWSON" CITY. 

Mounted Police Plans for Ensuring That 
There Will Be No Starvation. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 7.— (Special) —The 
Free Presa publishes the following to- 
night: These who have friends in the 
Yukon have no occasion to be alarmed 
for their safety during the winter, so far 
as the food supply is concerned. The 
Mounted Police are taking in large 
quantities of provisions in anticipation 
of a shortage at Dawson City and will 
reach that place before the first of 
January.

Paris, Dec. 7.— The precincts of the 
Luxembourg Palace were crowded to- 
day in anticipation of the opening of the 
debate on the Dreyfus scandal. The 
police were able to keep the people mov- 
ing. There were many ladies and offi- 
cers in the calleries and the whole hall 
was crowded. When the opening forma- 
lities hod been concluded, the president, 
M.Lonbet, announced that M. Scheurer- 
Kestner, one of the four vice-presidents, 
desired to interpellate the government in 
the person of the premier, M. Meline, 
and the minister of war, General Bilot, 
in regard to the revelations in the cham- 
ber of deputies on Saturday last on the 
subject of the alleged false imprison- 
ment of Alfred Dreyfus. The premier 
signified his readiness to answer tho 
questions put to him, and the senate de- 
cided to open the discussion forthwith. 

M. Scheurer-Kestner then Baid that 
he had beeu violently attacked by the 
party * press, but he had also found 
valiant and disinterested help from the 
chamber of deputies, literary men and 
otherB, adding : "I told M. Meline he 
could publicly declare me mistaken if he 
could bIiow proofs that Dreyfus was 
guilty. M. Meline, however, refused to 
do bo, and also declined to con- 
sider my evidence respecting the 
anonymous note. If Dreyfus was 
not convicted on tho anonymons 
note then he waa convicted on evidence 
which was not communicated to the de- 
fence, and who will dare to defend bucIi 
a procedure before this assembly, which 
only the other day, in order to secure 
prisoners against the miscarriage of 
justice, voted reforms in criminal pro- 
cedure." 

M. Schurer- Kestner then declared that 
the government had refused a revision 
of the trial and asserted that the author- 
ship of the anonymous note was tho 
crux of the whole question. He con- 
cluded with protesting against those who 
dragged the honor of the army into a 
judicial matter. 

The speech was frequently interrupted 
by murmurs, and there was little ap- 
plause. The minister of war replied 
that M. Schueror-Kestner had submit- 
ted to bin! DC evidence. He had con- 
tended, the minister explained, that the 
anonymous note was tho basis of the 
whole affair, and that if it was shown 
not to have been written by Iireyfus, the 
latter ought to be accorded a new trial ; 
but tho General as minister of war could 
not go hack on tho judgment of the 
court-martial, and he acted within his 
right in declaring and repeating that 
Dreyfus was guilty. (Cheers.) 

"The present inquiry," continued the 
minister for war, "did not concern 
Dreyfus, but concerned Major Eaterhaay, 
the officer whose letters bitterly reflect- 
ing on France and tho French army were 
recently published by tho Figaro." In 
conclusion Gen. Bilot said : " Let jus- 
tice accomplish its work, and think 
patriotically of the army and of France." 
(Applause.) 

The premier, M. Meline, said it was 
the duty of the minister of war to affirm 
the authority and judgment of the court. 
He wiib not qualified to revise it. A 
motion, submitted by Senator Frank 
Chauveaux, approving the government's 
declaration, was adopted.

THE OFFER OF ARBITRATION. 

We print this morning an offer of ar- 
bitration that has been made in the 
bridge disaster Buittf. This ofl'er has been 
in the possession of the council for aome 
time, and wo only express what will be 
the general opinion of the taxpayers 
when we say that it ought to have been 
made public immediately on its beirg 
received. The council have no reason to 
treat a matter of this kind as though it 
were a private affair. We are not now 
discussing the merits of the offer; but 
we say aa emphatically as we know how 
that there cannot be the shadow of justi- 
fication for pigeon-holing a document of 
this kind. It is such extraordinary con- 
ceptions aa this of theirofBcial duty that 
bring city adminiatrations into disfavor. 
Mayors, aldermen, and city officials 
should never lose eight of the fact that 
they are simply servants of the tax- 
payers. 



AN ODD SORT OF JINGOISM. 



The PoBt-Intelligencer complains that 
the Colonist's views of the relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada are 
jingoistic. Its reference is to an article 
headed "Alaska and Canada," which 
waB printed- in this paper last Friday. 
The article was intended to be a dispas- 
sionate statement of facta, and so we 
think will be underatood by anyone not 
seeking a chance for controversy. It waa 
called forth by the declaration of our 
contemporary that because the United 
States owns Alaska it has as much to 
grant Canada bb Canada can grant ; in 
other wordB, that Alaskan concessions 
will fill the measure of any reciprocity 
with the Dominion. To this position we 
took exception. What our contemporary 
especially objects to is our observations 
in regard to pelagic sealing. We eaid 
that the right of Canadians to engage in 
thiB industry waa inherent in tbem by 
the law of nations, and that it was Can- 
ada that had something to give up on 
this point and not the United States. 
We said that Canadians do not kill seals 
on the open ocean by the consent ot the 
United States, and that congress hitB no 
power whatever to limit our rights in 
thiB respect one iota. We also said that, 
this being the case, if the United StateB 
desires us to abandon pelagic sealing, 
congress muBt be prepared to offer aome 
compensation, ao that in this respect 
there is nothing in AlaBka which the 
Washington government can give (j a n 
ada in exchange for Canadian conces- 
BionB. Our contemporary admits that 
there is no doubt aa to the rightB of 
Canadians in the promisee; hut says tbo 
open question is as to the beat method 
of preserving the seal herds from oxtinc 
tion. This wo do not dispute. It fur- 
ther says that the discussion involves no 
question of tho right of Canada. This ia 
exactly what wo contended, and this be 
ing the case, we are unable to seo why 
tho Post-Intelligencer should call ur 
position jingoistic It sayB that wo are 
playing for the cheap applause f a 
thoughtless few. May we ask what the 
Post-Intelligencer is playing for when it 
aays the very aame thing? The fact of 
the matter doubtleaB is that our con- 
temporary sees that it haa made a 
blunder, and, knowing that compara- 
tively few of ita readers will havo seen 
what the Colonist auid, crawled out of 
the hole, into which it had got, by Print- 
ing as new matter what the Colontst 
had already aaid, with an unimportant 
addition, and winding up its article with 
a littlo coarse abuse, without Which it 
seems unable to discuss anything with a 
contemporary. 



PreBident . McKinley in his annual 
message devotes the firBt place to the 
currency problem, and we fancy that 
what he eayB will not be very well re- 
ceived. HiB auggestiona are by no means 
of a radical character. His idea in re- 
gard to what ia called " the endlesB 
chain," by which gold can bo drawn 
from the treasury at any time by per- 
sons holding greenbacks, iB that the law, 
which requires the treasury to pay out 
greenbacks after they have been re- 
deemed, shall be amended bo as to 
authorize tho treasury, when the revenue 
and expenditure balance, to withhold 
the greenbacks from circulation unless 
issued in exchange for gold. He also 
suggests that the national banks shall be 
allowed to increase their note issues to 
tho par value of their bonds on depoBit, 
instead of only 00 per cent., that the tax 
on circulation shall be greatly reduced 
and that the minimum capitalization of 
such banks shall hereafter be $25,000 in 
stead of $50,000. He makeB the ad- 
ditional suggestion that tho loweBt de 
nomination of national bank notes shall 
bo $10. These seem rather superficial 
remedies for a deep-eeated evil, although 
that regarding the minimum denomina 
tion of bank notes would have the effect 
of greatly increasing the amount of silver 
in circulation, 

Wo think these suggestions will be 
disappointing, not because they are un- 
wise, but because they are not nearly as 
far-reaching aa tho advocates of currency 
reform would go. They do not contem- 
plate the retirement of the greenbacks, 
and the provision for obviating the effect 
of the " endless chain " seema extreme- 
ly inadequate. The very large element 
of the population, that is already hostile 
to the national banks, will bo enraged at 
the additional facilities of doing busi- 
ness which the President proposes to 
give them. In. his introductory remarkB 
on the currency, he takes substantially 
the same position as Mr. Cleveland did 
and for which he was more strongly con- 
demned than for any other feature of 
his administration. He boldly says that 
under tho law aa it now Btands there is 
no means of escaping bond issues to pre- 
serve the gold reserve. This will be a 
very unpopular declaration, especially 
as he follows it up with the suggfaiiun 
that, if nothing else ia done, the treas- 
ury shall be authorized to issue bouts 
whenever required. 

The subject which occupies the moBt 
space in the meaeage iB. Cuba. The 
President haa taken what appears to be 
a very reasonable position on this ques- 
tion. His argument against the recogni- 
tion of Cuba belligerency is based upon 
the fact that a mere naked recognition 
must be followed up by the usual 
neutrality proclamations, and he pointB 
out how, under the new conditions 
thuB created, the position of Spain would 
be strengthened and that of the insur- 
gents weakened. He does not think in- 
tervention as a humanitarian act calied 
for, because he Bays that Spain has giv- 
en evidence that she propo8ea to deal 
fairly by tho rebels, and it ia only right 
that Bhe shall have an opportunity afford- 
ed her to make good her promisee. He 
points out that the United States has no 
claim against Spain for anything done 
in Cuba, which can be treated aB a castis 
belli, bathe intimates, however, that if 
tho events of the near future do not de- 
monstrate that Spain iB in a position to 
inaugurate and carry out uuccesafully a 
policy that will lead to "a righteous 
peace" under which the interests of the 
United States will be protected, it will 
be the duty of tiie latter country to in- 
terfere with force. We do not see how 
any exception can be taken to this pre- 
sentation ot the case, which, although 
doubtless disappointing to a largo ele- 
ment of the American people, ia quite 
in accord with international law and 
thoae rules of international conduct 
which alone render the maintenance of 
peaceful relations between countries 
possible. 

The President favors the immediate 
annexation of Hawaii, but intimateB 
that there are mattdrB of detail to be 
first settled, which are not free from 
difficulty, He adds that tho dispute be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii is in a fairway 
of settlement. 

The message refers to the attempt 
made to promote bimetallism and de- 
clares that the negotiations on that sub- 
ject have not been brought to a conclu 
sion, and a hope is expressed that the 
reBult will bring about the recognition of 
both gold and ailver as money metals. 
Mention is also made in a very gen- 
oral way of pending correspondence with 
other countries on reciprocity, and 
confidence is expreesed that favorable 
reaulta may be reached. The sealing 
question forms tho subject of two short 
paragraphs, which are hopeful in tone, 
but not especially definite. Tho presi- 
dent doclares himself strongly in favor 
of treaties for international arbitration, 
which does him great honor, and is all 
tho more valuable as a tribute to the 
principle, because it comes from a man 
who haa had personal experience of the 
horrors of war and who has a reputation 
for distinguished service in the field. 

The romainder of the message ia taken 
up with domestic matters, the only one 
of intoreat to Canada being that relating 
to Alaska. Tho President recommends 
tho immodiate establishment of a better 
Byatem of government for that territory, 
one that will bo more flexible than that 
now in operation and will accommodate 
itself to the demands of a population 
likely to increase rapidly. He thinks a 



permanent military force a necessity for 
the territory, and recommends congress 
to make provision for the relief of dis- 
tressed miners if there ahall be found to 
exist necessity for such action. 

On the whole the meaBage is an exceed- 
ly temperate document. Its references 
to foreign governments are all couched in 
the most friendly terms, and there Is in- 
deed nowhere in it a single word to 
which foreigners can take exception. 
Probably a majority of the citizens of the 
United States will be greatly disappoint- 
ed on its perusal, for it is somewhat in- 
conclusive on some important points, 
and they have been led to expect very 
much by irreBponBlble leaders.

This is the lard travel on the route 'or 
which the Inland Sentinel is contending 
daily, and over which it is shedding 
bucketsfull of ink in attacks on the 
Colonist, becnuee thiB paper will not 
back up its efforts. The Sentinel actu- 
ally thinks it posaible for a land route of 
03S miles to compete against aland route 
of 125 miles. It seema hardly necessary 
to say anything more than this. 

Why does not the Sentinel, we ask 
again, clamor for what there is some 
chance of its getting and which would 
be an excellent thing for the whole lo- 
cality. The North Thompson is naviga- 
ble for ninety miles above Kamloops. 
Fifty-seven miles of highway would give 
a route to Quesnelle from Kamloops, 147 
miles long and nearly two-thiida of it by 
water. Thia would be a very valuable 
road, for it would open up an important 
piece of country. We hope the govern- 
ment will see its way clear to make an 
appropriation for such a road, which 
would be one of the moat UBeiul high- 
ways in the whole province, What does 
the Sentinel think about this? 



We have a letter from a correspondent 
whose name we withhold, but he ia evi- 
dently a gentleman who jumps hastily 
at conclusions. He complains that the 
writer of the article on Moses in Sun- 
day's Colonist betrayed his ignorance 
when he said that we do not know what 
haa become of the Lost Tribea of Israel, 
and recommends him to peruse a book 
which ho mentions. We thank him for 
his suggestion, and inform him in roply 
that the writer of the article in question 
has read nearly everything that haa 
been written on the subject in recent 
years, and while 'he lias in his own mind 
a tolerably fixed idea on the subject, he 
must Bay that he does not know what 
became of the tribes referred to.

Speaking of recent 
discoveries in metallurgy, he said : " We 
have learned that we really know very 
little about metals. That iB the sub- 
stance of modern discoveries."

THE BRITISH ARMY. 

If we are not mistaken, the only first- 
class nation dependent upon volunteers 
for recruiting their armies are Great 
Britain and the United States, and the 
regular furceof the latter is ao Bmall that 
it can hardly be regarded aB throwing 
any light upon the value of the volunteer 
system. According to Lord Wolseley, 
the British army numbers 230,000 men, 
of whom 117,000 are on foreign stations 
and 113,000 at home. No other nation 
in the world maintains a force compara- 
ble to this beyond sea, and Lord Wolse- 
ley insists that it is uaeleea to rely upon 
anything except voluntary enlistment 
for troops to serve abroad. This rendera 
the increase of the army a matter of no 
small difficulty. The general opinion is 
that a substantial increase is called for, 
and parliament iB to be asked to make 
provision for it, but no one is very clear 
as to how the needed men will be 
secured. Enlisting goes on very slowly, 
and it iB with difficulty that regiments 
are kept at their normal strength, even 
though the standard of stature haB been 
reduced and a good many men are ac- 
cepted who by the Btrict letter of the 
regulations are not available. 

Lord Wolseley makes another point. 
He says that Great Britain ia the only 
nation that ia alwayB at war, a thing wo 
all know, although it has not probably 
occurred to very many people. He 
further says that the regiments actually 
engaged in hostilities are the most read- 
ily recruited. After a brilliant operation, 
if men are wanted to fill up vacancies 
caused by casualties in action, there is 
usually no difficulty in obtaining tbem. 
The unwillingness appearBto bo to enlist 
for eervice in garrison, and moat people 
will not feel very much disposed to com- 
plain that men aro not willing to aban- 
don active pursuits for the routine of 
barrack lite. It iB a compliment to 
tho stuff* of which the British people aro 
made that the regimenta exposed to an 
enemy's fire Bre more easily kept up to 
full strength than those which are re 
posing in semi-idleness at home. 

As the conscription is barred, for the 
reason above given, it is not eaBy to di 
cover a plan of getting recruita enough 
to increase tho permanent army estab 
liahment. A recent speaker suggested 
that the old long service plan might bo 
adopted, to which Lord Wolseley roplied 
that we might as well talk of going back 
to the days of the croaa-bow, for it was 
hopeless now to expect men to volunteer 
for twenty-one yeara continuous eervice. 
He appeared to think that the necessary 
increase of force for the army at home 
can be obtained under tho provisions of 
the Militia Ballot law, and that tho pre- 
sent plan of voluutary enlistment can bo 
relied on to furnish all the men needed 
for foreign service. 



What bettor are Messrs. Turner and 
Pooley than Addicks andMcGraw? asks 
the Times. When the Times can show 
that Messrs. Turner and I'ooley are par- 
ties to a scheme to bleed servant girls 
and factory hands of thoir wages by a 
Bhain mining scheme, the Colonist will 
lead the way in a demand for their re- 
tirement from public life and for their 
prosecution to the fullest extent of the 
law. The Times has Bimply gone in- 
sane in its bitterness against the gentle 
men who form the provincial adminis- 
tration. Its remarks are utterly un- 
worthy of notice, and unless it comes 
forward with proof that some company 
or companies, with which Messrs. Tur- 
ner and Pooley are associated, are formed 
for dishonest purposes, or are otherwise 
than legitimate enterprises, we shall 
not hereafter pay any attention to what 
it Bays on this point. 

The Oregonian declares that there is 
nothing to be Slid against the system of 
bank note currency recommended by ex- 
Comptroller Eckels, which, by the way, 
was substantially similar to the Cana 
dian system ; but it adds that the United 
States cannot hope to poseeBB euch a sya 
tern. Every other nation in the world 
has, it says, satisfied itself aa to the 
soundness of such a currency, but con- 
gress will not learn. 

A Chicago man named Raddatz has 
invented and tested a boat which seems 
likely to accomplish what Jules Verne 
tells about in his story of "Twenty 
Thouaand Leagues Under tho Sea." It 
works under water very satisfactorily 
its arrangements for pure air and elec 
trie locomotive power being apparently 
perfect. 

The Review of Reviews prints a letter 
from Mr. F. El worthy, secretary of the B 
C. Board of Trade, on the Yukon trade 
and promotes him to the position of Sec 
rotary of the Province. Mr. Elworthy 
has not reached that place yet, but he ia 
doing the city and province splendid ser 
vice in the capacity he at preBent fills.

The case waa 
JackBon v. Atherton in which the plain- 
till' Misa Jackaou auod for $37. 50 for type- 
writing. The Small Dobta court gave 
judgment for $30 for plaintiff and from 
thia appeal waB taken. The Chief Jus- 
tice havinc heard the case de novo gnvo 
judgment for plaintiff for $20 and $15 
costs of appeals. Mr. Frank Higgins 
for appellant (defendant) ; Mr. H. G. 
Hall for respondent, (plaintiff).

An old-timer named James Anderaon 
wae found dead in hi a houee on Green 
Btreet yesterday morning. Anderson 
had lived in Victoria for many years and 
waa a Bhoemaker by trade. He kept a 
shop on Oriental alley for yearB and was 
known among the old timers as "Jim- 
mie the shoemaker." The old man waa 
frugal in habita and saved up quite a 
little bit of money for nis old age. He 
owned the house and lot where he lived 
on Green street and had over $2,000 
the bank. The old man died from the 
bursting of a blood-vessel, and as the 
cause of death waa apparent, no inquest 
was considered neceaaary. His will 
giveB $300 to the Protestant Orphans' 
Home and $100 to the Jubilee hospital, 
the reBt of the estate, after the burial 
expenses and a monument are provided, 
going to Mr. Charles Pardoe. 

Lawrence Mooney, whose adventures 
in the Victoria police court and local 
jails are well known to all readers of the 
Britiah Columbia papers, has bobbed up 
in quite a new character over in Shang- 
hai. Letters received from that distant 
quarter of the world are to the effect 
that when the bark St. Katherine ar- 
rived there from this port, Mooney 
6ought legal advice and at once pro- 
ceeded against the ship before the 
United States Consular court, alleging 
that he had been shanghaied from Vic- 
toria, and claiming damages in conse- 
quence. The evidence disclosed that 
Mooney had been taken on board while 
drunk, and had not signed articles in the 
customary way. Upon this the court 
decided that it was a gross case of Bhang- 
haing, ordered Mooney's immediato dia- 
charge from the ahip, and the payment 
to him of $25 per month from the day of 
shipment, with no deduction for an 
alleged advance.

Girls looking for situations find 
no difficulty in getting work when re- 
commended by the association, and the 
women's exchange is a benefit to those 
who wish to dispose of their work pri- 
vately. There has always been a great 
interest taken in the Voung Men's 
rooms, and interest will be taken, no 
doubt, in the Young Women's when the 
public know they need assistance. 



A chamber motion in regard to the 
city's intention of appealing to the 
Privy Council from the Full court de- 
cision in the Patterson case hns devel- 
oped a new situation of decided interest 
to the ratepayers of Victoria. Mrs. Pat- 
terson having been awarded at the jury 
trial $12,500 damages against the city for 
the loss of her husband in the Point Fl- 
lico bridge disaster, the city appealed to 
the Full court, which affirmed the judg- 
ment of the court below. Then the city 
asked leave to further appeal and applied 
to the Chief Juatice in chambers to 
stay the plaintiff's execution upon her 
judgment againBt the city until the 
appeal to the Privy Council. Upon that 
motion being made Mr. Macdonell, who 
appeared for Mrs. Patterson and is 
counsel lor 53 clients who have cases 
pending againBt the city on account of 
tho bridge accident, made an offer to 
eubmit all tho cases to any one of the 
judges of the Supreme court as sole ar 
bitrator. The proceedings and the offe 
are set forth in the following decision by 
the Chief Juatice given on Monday 
November 29 : 

"ThiBcase comes before me on mo 
tion to atay the plaintiff'a execution up 
on her judgment againBt tho city for 
$12,500, and coats which I am informed 
have been taxed at $2,700, until the 
hearing of an appeal to Her Majeaty'a 
Privy Council from the deciaion of the 
Full court sustaining the plaintiff's 
judgment, which waa recovered as dam- 
ages for lose of life occurring by reaBon 
of the Point Elli<je bridge accident. 

"The ordinary rule adopted in such 
cases ia to stay execution upon payment 
of the coats in caah to tho plaintiff's so- 
licitor (he undertaking to refund them 
in caae the appeal ia successful), and 
giving security for payment of the debt 
in event of the judgment being affirmed 
But it is urged on behalf of the Corpor- 
ation that this practice Bhould not be 
adopted in their case (1) as to the coBts, 
for reaaonB which I need not now diB 
cusa, but which perhaps point to tho 
utility of repealing section 49 of the 
Legal ProfeBBiona Act, and (2) aa to 
the debt, because the plaintiff al 
ready hoB sufficient security for 
his judgment upon the real estate 
of the ratepayers of the city. Mr, 
Macdonell on the other hand, drawB at- 
tention to the fact that there is already 
another judgment (Lang v. City) for 
$20,000 arising out of the same facts, and 
there are 61 more actions for the same 
cause pending against the city, of which 
52 (including that of Lang v. City) are in 
Mr. Macdonell's hands as plaintiff's soli- 
citor. Mr. Macdonell Btates that he is 
willing to forego security and the pay- 
ment of costs, and bIbo to stay proceed- 
ings in all his other caaes until the deci- 
sion of the Privy Council in thia, if the 
city will undertake to speed their appeal 
to the Privy Council. Mr. Taylor, how- 
ever, will not give an undertaking to 
thia effect, but, on the contrary, inti- 
mates that he does not intend to bring 
on thia (the Patterson) appeal before the 
Privy Council until the Lang case (which 
has not yet b&sn brought before the Full 
court here on appeal) ia ripe for the 
Privy Council alao. Mr. Taylor quoted 
Russell v. Russell, 73, L.T.R., 5t39, to 
ahow that the staying of execution, 
whether upon terms of giving security 
and payment of costs or not, is entirely 
in the discretion of the judge upon thia 
application, and that no hard and faat 
rule upon the subject existB. 

" In exercising my discretion in thia 
matter I have been much impressed 
with the spirit of fairness exhibited by 
Mr. Macdonell. To waive either security 
or payment of costs, and to atay his hand 
in all the other cases, is surely a most 
reasonable offer. It is admitted that 
although there are some G3 caaea pend- 
ing, only a smaller proportion of them 
are, such as the Patterson and Lang 
casee, for damages under Lord Camp- 
boll's Act. That act, it ia claimed, doee 
not recognize damages for the loss, for

instance, of a child or a relative not be- 
ing a bread winner. Of this, of course, 
I express no opinion. However, in 
actions maintainable against tho city, in 
case the principle of the judgment of the 
Full court in Patterson v. the city is up- 
held, it waB atated during the discussion, 
and not denied, that the City ia likely to 
be cast in damageB and coBta amounting 
to a million or more, Here, again, 
Mr. Macdonell meets the caee in a most 
reasonable way. He of course recog- 
nizee that although with the direct de 
cision of three of the Supreme court 
judges and the indirect judgment of 
fourth in a case involving the Bame 
principle in his favor, a higher court 
may take a different view ; he cannot 
tell what delays or further proceedings 
he may be put to, or even, if ultimately 
euccessful in the one or two caaea which go 
to the Privy Council, that the City (with 
the wealth of the ratepayers at their 
back) may not atill light him in the 
othera until the witnesaea are dead 
have disappeared, or his weary clients 
will give up the fight in de3pair. 

"Although not strictly in form, I 
preeBed Mr. Macdonell to find what he 
really waa prepared to do in tho direc- 
tion of a settlement, for after all I am 
persuaded that a reasonable settlement 
ii what both the ratepayers and the suf- 
ferers wish to arrive at, the only trouble 
being how to get at it without com- 
promising one or the other. Finally, 
after discussing the matter with Mr. 
Taylor, Mr. Macdonell stated that he 
waB willing, so far as his 53 clicnta are 
concerned, to submit their caae to any 
ono of the judges of the Supreme court 
aa sole arbitrator, his, clients to bind 
themselves to accept in each caae what- 
ever aum, if anything, the judge may 
award, upon condition that the city 
shall agree within sixty days of a total 
amount being arrived at by the judge, 
to submit a by-law to the ratepayers for 
raising the amount of the award, and 
agreeing to pay the amount awarded to 
the difforont claimants within sixty days 
of tho by-law being asaented to by the 
ratepayers. This offer waa bo manifestly 
reasonable and advantageous to the city 
that Mr. Taylor asked for time 
to consult the mayor and council upon 
the subject, and the present mutiou 
was adjourned accordingly. I cannot 
doubt that the mayor and council will 
accept it. It binds them to nothing, 
unleas the ratepayers choose to approve 
it. That thoy will approve payment of 
a reasonable award can hardly be 
doubted. On the other hand, although 
it ia a one-aided proposition, binding the 
plaintiffa whilat not binding the city 
until the approval of the ratepayers, I 
think Mr. Macdonell has shown excel- 
lent judgment and consideration for his 
clients in making the offer. He bears 
in mind the chances and delay of the 
litigation, upon which I have already 
spoken, and he trusts the good judg- 
ment of the body of the ratepayers to 
uphold the reasonable and fair decision 
of an impartial and competent arbitra- 
tor. This ia better than long years of 
waiting. A dollar in hand to-day iB 
better than the chances of ten to be paid 
three or four yeare hence. 

"As to the other ten cases in the 
hands of other solicitors, probably their 
clients will concur in the same arrange- 
ment. With the city thoro can be no 
question. Here is a demand for costs in 
one caBe alone, to be paid immediately 
out of the exchequer, of $2,700. I asked 
Mr. Taylor how much, in addition to 
thia amount, the city had already paid 
for their own coats. Mr. Taylor waa not 
so very aure nor particularly inclined to 
answer. He thought, perhaps, $3,000, 
but then that would not include further 
coats for which they are liable, and 
there have been, so far, only the pro- 
vincial three trials. If it coBts $5,700 to 
try three out of sixty-three cases and 
appeal one to Full court, how much will 
it coat to wind up tha total by judgment 
of the Privy Council? This ia a rule of 
three sum which no one can work out at 
present. 

" I will adjourn the further hearing of 
this motion until Tuesday, the 7th De- 
cember, to enable the parties to come to 
terms. In the meantime let all proceed- 
ings bo sUyed." 

Yesterday the matter came up again 
in Chambers before the Chief Justice, 
Mr. C. Dubois Mason appearing for the 
city, and Mr. George E. Powell acting for 
Mr. Macdonell. 

The Chief JuBtico remarked that the 
adjournment last week was to give Mr. 
Taylor and Mr. Mason opportunity to 
consult with the city on the suggestions 
then made. 

Mr. Mason replied that this had been 
done, but the present city council owing 
to thoir tenure of office being short, con- 
sidered it beat to leave the queBtion for 
their eucceaaors to deal with. 

In that case the Chief Justico said he 
would follow the UBual precedent and 
make an order to stay the pro- 
ceedings on payment to plaintiff's solicit- 
ors of the taxed costs upon hie giving an 
undertaking to refund the money in the 
event of the appeal being successful, and 
the defendants must alBo give security 
satisfactory to the registrar for the pay- 
ment of the damages found by the jury 
in caae the appeal waa dismissed. Upon 
these terms let execution be stayed. 

" Of course," added tho Chief Justice, 
" if the city had been prepared to adopt 
the offer made by Mr. Macdonell, and 
which appearBireaaonable to mo, these 
terms would have been avoided."

BANK WRECKERS ON TRIAL. 

The Newfoundland Directors at Last Facing 
the Charges ol Fraud.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

A Strong Market With Lively Demand for 
Stock. 

New York, Dec. 7. — To-day's stock mar- 
ket displayed noteworthy strength through- 
out the day and the demand for stock was 
more widely diSused through the list than 
has been the cose for a long time. There 
was hesitancy at the opening, probably in- 
duced by the lower prices in London, and 
sonic of the stocks which developed most 
aggressive strength later showed small 
losses at the opening. This was notably 
true in the cases of Louisville and Atchison 
preferred. The early strength in the mar- 
ket was in fact most notable in specialties. 
There was a scramble of competing 
orders in Sugar, which earned that se- 
curity up in the first fifteen minutes of 
trading. It dropped 2 points almost 
as quickly on oilentigs to realize. It was 
not until the afternoon that the strength of 
the railroads list became aggressive and 
general, the Southern and Southwestern 
roads being most conspicuous and holding 
their gains most firmly. Burlington ad- 
vanced at one time a point, but reacted be- 
fore the close. The street, was full of 
rumors regarding the dividends on Sugar, 
but no authoritative announcement accom- 
panied any of them. London, besides 
marking down prices before the opening 
here soid .stocks very persistently in this 
market, notably St. Paul. 

The Evening Pout says: Prices advanced 
sharply to-day and tho movement was 
rather uniform throughout the market. 
Towards the last there was some strong 
buying. Most of the early support, how- 
ever, came from a group of barum scarum. 
speculators, who have been plunging in one 
direction or another and who took their 
position yesterday on the short side of the 
market. London houses sold again, but 
this speculative buying, together with some 
more responsible operations, oll'set the for- 
eign selling and in the afternoon some 
larger operators observing the tendency of 
the market started to buy with consider- 
able vigor. The day's best prices were, 
therefore, reached in the later hours. 

The Evening Post's financial cable from 
London says: Fxcept for home rails and 
Argentines, which were firm, the stock 
market here was lifeless to-day. Americans 
opened dull, the London newspaper criti- 
cisms of President McKinley's message re- 
Qecting no great animation. Investments 
in Americans were so small as to be scarce- 
ly a factor. Tho close was firm. Southern 
Railway preferred was strong on dividend 
rumors. The Paris bourse was irregular 
and the Berlin markets were dull.

Two More Small Boys Sentenced for 
House-Breakiug and 
Stealing. 



Hie Youngsters Will Be Locked Up 
for a Mouth— Warning to 
Parents. 



Two more youthful delinquents weie 
added yesterday to the number that 
have been Bent to the provincial jail 
within the past fow days. \ 

These were Joseph Longpre and his 
younger brother Hector, two youngsters 
13 and 11 years old respectively. The 
boyB had been committed for trial for 
breaking into Mr. Blaquiere's house on 
Cook street and stealing a cash box con- 
taining $166 in money, besides some 
gold nuggets and valuable papers. 

When being brought for election be- 
fore the Chief Justice yesterday both 
lads Baid they preferred a speedy trial 
and pleaded guilty to the charge againBt 
them. 

The Chief Justice then proceeded to 
sentence the boys after giving them some 
good advice and also making a few re- 
marks that some of tbe parents of Vic- 
toria could well take to heart. 

The Chief Justice said that he found 
from the depositions that the two lads 
had during Air. Blaquiere'B absence gone 
into his house and stolen the box, with- 
out, however, knowing what the con- 
tents were. Upon suspicion falling on 
the boys, Mr. Blaquiere went to their 
house nnd they were awakened from 
their beds, confessed they had stolen the 
box and told where they had hidden 
it. It was very fortunate for the boys, 
the Chief Justice told them, that 
their further intentions were frustrated, 
for if they had been successful it was 
hard for him to say what punishment it 
would have been his duty to inllict. As 
he had pointed out to the boys brought 
before him the other day, it was a very, 
very bad path they were following, and 
one that by and by, if continued, would 
end in the penitentiary, perhaps 
cause them to forfeit their lives on 
the gallows. Crimo waB gradual; it be 
gan in little matters and grew until at 
last temptation became so strong on tbe 
mind that those subjected to it were un- 
able to resist, and did not even stop at 
the life of their victim for the purpose of 
robbery, 

" It is high time for you lads to pause 
in what you are doing," said the Court, 
" and possibly this lesson may be the 
meanB of stopping you from a career of 
crime." 

He could not say whether these boys 
had been allowed to be out at all hours 
of the night, like the other boys who 
had previously been before him, but 
parents must know that if they did not 
keep their children under discipline they 
were actually accessories before the fact 
to their children's crimes, and by and 
by when the children came to the 
melancholy ending of the penitentiary 
or gallowB, the parents might up- 
braid themselves with "their own 
share in that result. He did 
not know whether the parents of these 
last prisoners were entitled to sympathy 
or were to blame for lack of disipline 
with their children. The boys looked 
like respectable lads, and he would im 
press on the parentB not to allow boys 
to run like vagabonds on the strpet, 
otherwise, while not legally responsible, 
the parents were morally responsible for 
their children's guilt. Seeing that the 
prisoners had confessed their guilt, had 
restored the goods stolen, and had not 
carried out thier guilty purpose he would 
only sentence them to one month each 
in the juvenile reformatory. 

As there is no juvenile reformatory in 
Victoria, the boys will be put with the 
other ladB in the provincial jail and kept 
apart from tbe adult prisoners. 



NORTHERN MAIL STEAMERS. 

To tub Editor : — Aa a resident of 
northern British Columbia, and just ar 
rived here from my district, I would 
like to call the attention of yourself and 
the business people to a grievance which 
we in the far north have to ventilate, 
viz. : We have noticed in your paper ol 
late a good many complaintB of how the 
Americans, and especially Seattle peo- 
ple, are trying to monopolizo the trade 
of the northern mining country. Well, 
sir, this is not surprising to us at all 
when we consider how the people of the 
Sound are alive to the necessity of keep 
ing up their communication with those 
points, and by steamers that are able to 
do their work irrespective of winder 
weather; whereas we pour people on the 
British sido have to ho thankful if we 
receive mail or freight after our orders 
have been Bent a month or more. 

As to a case in point: The steamer 
BoecowiU wa-J-upposed to leave Victoria 
on or about November 15, carrying Hor 
Majesty's mails. She was due to arrive 
at the Naas port about the 22nd. After 
waiting patiently several days hope of 
her arrival was given up, and having 
urgent business to transact here, I was 
obliged to take a small boat and pro- 
ceed at the risk oi my life to the nearest 
American port, at Mary Island. I have 
since learned that on being met with a 
little Ptormy weather the Boscowitz aban 
doned her trip to the Naas, leaving her 
mails at Port SimpBon, there to await, 
the convenience of some traveller who 
might become Her Majesty's mail car- 
rier. 

1 also found that the C. P. N. Co 
steamer Willapa had made a trip north 
and had delivered her own and the Bos- 
cowitz's mail, but as no one knew of her 
coming wo did not count on her. I 
think, on considering the above, Mr, 
Editor, you will agree that it is not to 
be wondered at our conainB on the 
Sound getting ahead of our merchants 
in British Columbia.
